Court, Says McFaddin

represent a man-'whom he knows or 
feels to be guilty? 


E. F. McFaddin, Hope attorney, 


spoke on this question at Rotary lun- 
cheon Friday in Hotel Barlow. 


"A lawyer is an officer of the court, 


licensed and authorized to advise peo- 
ple as to their legal rights," Mr. Mc- 
Faddin said. "Why is it that this im- 
plied criticism is levelled at a lawyer, 
but nothing is said about the personal 
opinion held by the sheriff, who ar- 
rests the prisoner, or the judge, who 
tries him? 


"All are officers of the same court. 


You can no more send a man to the 
penitentiary without a lawyer, than 
without an arresting officer and a 
trial judge. 


"The criminal law guarantees every 


man the right to be tried by a jury 
of his peers—and throws around him 
the presumption of innocence. 
He 


must be proven guilty—and the sole 
arbiter of his guilt or innocence is 
the jury." 


This question of legal' ethics, Mr.

WASHINGTON—(^—Unauthorized 


search of the Grace liner Santa Inez 
by customs agents at Savannah re- 
sulted Wednesday in the collector of 
customs at that port being reprimand- 
ed severely by Commissioner of Cus- 
toms Eble. 


The criticism was directed to M. O. 


Duning, .the collector, because he was 
held to be in charge of the Savannah 
office. Eblc said Dunning should have 
instructed his men that they were not 
to violate customs rules which pro- 
hibit opening passengers' luggage ex- 
cept in the presence of the passenger.

Physical Condition of Man 


as Good at SO as 30 


Report Shows 


WASHINGTONN.-^-r-A mart's 


"prime" as far as physical strength Is 
concerned lasts about 20 years, the u. 
S. Public Health Service has decided. 


Men of SO in normal health ate as 


strong, on the average, as they Were 
at 30, according to tests reported In 
the Public Health Bulletin. A man's 
physical powers reach their maximum 
at the age of 30 and remain fairly 
constant until 50, when they begin to 
decrease. 
Strength was measured by tests or 


push, pull, lift, grip and lung force. 
Lung fatigue, measured by the amount 
of time a column of mercury could be 
held at a certain height with one 
breath, was found to vary little be- 
tween the ages of 15 and 50. 


the human body semes to be better 


cQulpped for pushing than pulling, 
the tests reveal. 
Pulling strength 


starts at about 80 pounds for IS-yeat- 
otd bays and rises steadily until the 
age of SO. Pushing strength begins at 
70 pounds at age 1$ and Increases in 
the same ratio.

The Public Health tesls also reveal 


the heaviest man Is not necessarily 
the strongest and most enduring. 


The Ideal weight for strength and 


endurance, the tests indicate, 18 be- 
tween 160 and 170 pounds, 


For each ten-pound increase in 


weight there is a corresponding In' 
crease in strength until the 180-169 
pound class is reached, other factors 
being held constant. 


Beyond the 170-pound mark, how- 


ever, the relationship between weight 
and strength becomes erratic. 


That strength decreases with height 


in each weight group was another
